Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Eighth  Annual  Report, 
on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1948. 

Diphtheria 

On  the  5th  July  1948,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and 
iinmmiisation  were  transferred  to  the  County  Council  by  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  1946.  A close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  arrangements  for 
immunisation  at  the  local  clinic,  which  have  worked  so  smoothly 
in  the  past,  have  not  been  disturbed. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  fifteen  new  cases  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  12,  12,  15,  10,  and  18  respectively  in  the  years  1947  to 
1943  inclusive.  These  figures  do  not  include  cases  in  Shenley 
Hospital. 

Food  Preparers 

During  the  year  regular  sampling  of  ice  cream  was  commenced, 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin  for  March  1947.  The  requirements 
of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947  are  being 
strictly  enforced  at  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream. 

Housing 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-one  permanent  houses  were  com- 
pleted and  occupied  during  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  Shenley  and  Ridge 
which  are  chiefly  agricultural  and  residential,  and  Elstree. 
In  Elstree  the  principal  occupations  are  industrial,  more  par- 
ticularly the  film  studios  and  allied  industries,  photographic 
processing,  knitting  mills,  electrical  accessories  and  light  engin- 
eering. Elstree  is  to  some  extent  residential,  particularly  on 
the  west  side  of  the  London  Midland  Region  Railway  Line.  On 
the  east  side  of  the  London  Midland  Region  Railway  Station, 
in  the  Boreham  Wood  portion  of  the  parish,  considerable  devel- 
opment has  taken  place  in  the  past  decade.  A number  of  new 
factories  were  erected  immediately  prior  to  and  during  the  war. 
Various  types  of  industry  are  represented  including  the  manu- 
facture of  cosmetics  and  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  petrol  tanks, 
pistons,  ventilation  equipment  as  well  as  printing  and  light 
engineering  works.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


1.  Public  Health  Officers 

One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspector. 
One  whole-time  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  studying 
for  the  qualifying  examination  of  the  Joint  Board. 

2.  {a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Examination  of  sputum  is  carried  out  at  the  Herts  County 
Council  laboratory.  Swabs  cure  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association.  Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  are  exam- 
ined at  the  Public  Health  Sector  Laboratory,  Peace  Memorial 
Hospital,  Watford. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  conveyed  by  the  Coppetts 
Wood  Hospital  Ambulance.  The  ambulance  for  non-infectious 
cases  provided  by  the  Herts  County  Council  is  stationed  at 
Associated  British  Studios  and  is  manned  by  the  private  fire 
brigade  staff.  If  this  service  is  not  available  Ambulances  are 
on  call  from  a pool  controlled  by  the  West  Herts  Divisional 
Control,  St.  Albans. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  Nursing  Associations  in  Elstree,  Boreham  Wood, 
Shenley  and  Ridge,  supplying  three  whole-time  nurses  who 
work  under  the  Herts  County  Council.  There  is  no  special 
nursing  for  infectious  diseases.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  (i)  Water 

The  following  information  with  respect  to  the  water  supply 
of  the  area  is  given  in  accordance  with  Circular  3/49  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

1.  The  water  supply  was  maintained  during  1948  at  a satis- 
factory standard  in  (a)  quality  and  (6)  quantity. 

2.  The  Colne  Valey  Water  Company  are  the  suppliers  and 
they  state  that  regular  and  numerous  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  and  of 
the  water  going  into  supply  were  carried  out.  The 
results  were  consistently  satisfactory. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  There  was  no  action  during  the  year  in  respect  of  any 
contamination. 

5.  Of  the  3,138  houses  in  the  district 

(a)  About  3,099  or  99  per  cent,  are  supplied  from  piped 
water  mains  direct  to  the  house  and 

(b)  About  25  or  i per  cent,  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  few  remaining  houses  are  without  piped  water  supply. 
One  sample  of  water,  from  storage  cistern  supplied  by 
mains  was  taken  during  the  year,  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 
No  important  extension  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

Several  cases  of  minor  pollutions  of  streams  have  been  investi- 
gated. The  factory  estate  on  the  south  side  of  Elstree  Way, 
Boreham  Wood,  has  given  rise  to  several  instances  of  oil  pollu- 
tion of  water  courses.  One  serious  case  of  stream  pollution 
was  dealt  with  by  the  installation  of  an  oil  interceptor. 

Two  ponds  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  as  a precaution  against 
the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  about  80  pail  closets  at  out-lying  farms 
and  farm  cottages  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are 
served  by  water  closets;  these,  with  the  exception  of  a few  which 
discharge  into  cesspools,  are  connected  to  public  sewers. 
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(ii)  Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  the  whole  of  the  district  by 
the  Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor),  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Green 
Street,  Shenley. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

The  prescribed  tabular  statement  is  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  which  commences  on  page  12. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

(v)  Camping  Sites 

ia)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  during 
1948  was  one,  licensed  by  the  Council  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(6)  Ten  annual  licences  authorising  individual  applicants 
to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  were  issued  during 
the  year. 

(c)  Estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in  the 
area  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season,  excluding 
holders  of  individual  licences,  40. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  The  Council 
is  a constituent  member  of  the  London  and  Home  Counties 
Smoke  Abatement  Advisory  Council;  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
represents  the  Hertfordshire  Local  Authorities  on  the  Executive 
Committee. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
the  area. 

4.  Schools 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  supplied  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company.  The 
schools  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  especially  on  an  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease 
for  the  purpose  of  excluding  or  examining  possible  contacts  and 
advising  on  any  necessary  measures. 

No  schools  were  closed  for  infectious  disease. 
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SECTION  D 
HOUSING 

During  the  year  13  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  Rural  housing  survey.  Five  sub-standard 
Council-owned  houses  at  Green  Street,  Shenley  were  closed 
and  the  tenants  provided  with  alternative  accommodation.

Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Elstree  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  rnd  Gentlemen, 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  this,  my  tenth  Annual 
Report,  is  the  record  of  Statutory  Notices  served  and  proceedings 
instituted  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts.  In  this  respect,  I have  been  encouraged  by 
your  keenness  to  support  me  in  pressing  for  essential  repairs  to 
be  carried  out.  It  is  well  known  that  the  reasonable  maintenance 
of  dwelling  houses  has  been  much  neglected  during  the  war 
years  and  we  are  only  just  beginning  to  get  back  into  our  stride 
again.  There  are  still  many  difficulties  and  owners  frequently 
emphasize  to  me  that  their  rents  are  at  pre-war  level,  while  the 
cost  of  repairs  has  risen  steeply.  It  is  not  within  my  province 
to  enter  into  this  controversy,  which  one  hears  raised  again  and 
again  at  Conferences  without  any  tangible  result  being  achieved, 
but  I am  persuaded  that  it  is  often  necessary  to  temper  justice 
with  mercy  and  not  attempt  to  enforce  too  rigidly  the  letter  of 
the  law.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  vitally  important  that  people’s 
homes  should  not  be  permitted  to  fall  into  extreme  disrepair 
and  I am  assured  that  your  support  will  be  forthcoming  in  every 
effort  that  I can  make  to  prevent  it. 

I regret  that  I should  have  to  record  that  the  Council  was 
unsuccessful  in  its  efforts  to  secure  the  repair  of  a domestic 
hot  water  system.  We  can  take  comfort  in  the  reflection  that 
it  was  a battle  worth  fighting. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year  and  reiterate  to 
you  my  appreciation  of  your  invaluable  support.
